(BY  AUTHORITY.) 

RESOLUTIONS 

Expressive  of  the  thanks  of  Congress  to  Major 
General  Jackson,  and  the  troops  under  his 
command,  for  the  gallantry  and  good  con- 
duct in  the  defence  of  N.  Orleans. 

Resolved  6 y the  Senate  and  Rouse  of  Repre 
sentatives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled.  That  the  thanks  ot  Con- 
gress  be,  and  they  are  hereby  given  to  Major 
General  Jackson,  and  through  him  to  the  offi- 
cers and  soldiers  of  the  regular  army,  of  the 
militia  and  of  the  volunteers  under  his  com- 
mand,  the  greater  proportion  of  which  troops 
consisted  of  militia  and  volunteers,  suddenly 
collected  together,  for  their  uniform  gallantry 
and  good  conduct  conspicuously  displayed  a- 
gainst  the  enemy,  from  the  time  of  Ins  landing 
before  New  Orleans  until  his  final  expulsion 
therefrom  ; and  particularly  tor  the  valor, 
skill  and  good  conduct  on  the  eighth  of  Janu- 
ary last,  in  repulsing  with  great  slaughter,  a 
numerous  British  army,  of  chosen  veteran 
troops,  when  attempt  ing  by  a hold  and  daring 
attack  to  carry  by  storm  the  works  hastily 
thrown  up  for  the  protection  of  New  Orleans  ; 
and  thereby  obtaining  a most  signal  victory 
over  the  enemy,  with  a disparity  of  loss  on  his 
part,  unexampled  in  military  annals. 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  United 
States  he  requested  to  cause  to  be  struck  a 
gold  medal  with  devices  emblematical  of  this 
sp'endid  achievement,  and  presented  to  Major 
General  Jackson,  as  a testimony  of  the  high 
sense  entertained  by  Congress  of  his  judicious 
and  distinguished  conduct  on  that  memorable 
occasion.

That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the 
House  of  Representatives,  respectively,  within 
tun  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  to  give 
bond  to  the  United  States,  with  one  or  more 
securities,  to  be  approved  by  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  ; each  bond  in  the  penal  sum 
of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  with  condition  for 
the  faithful  application  and  disbursement  of 
such  contingent  funds  of  the  respective  Houses, 
as  shall  come  into  his  hands,  which  bonds 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Comptroller’s  office  . 
Ana  it  shall  be  the  dutyofeacn  and  every  Se- 
cretary of  tbe  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House 
ol  Representatives,  who  may  hereafter  be  cho- 
sen, to  give  bond  as  aforesaid,  within  thirty 
days  after  he  enters  upon  the  discharge  of  the 
dunes  of  his  said  office.

Robert  Ballowe,  and  Moses  Gordon,  on  ac- 
count of  damages  done  to  their  hfuperty,  by  a 
detachment  of  troops  of  the  United  States,  un- 
der an  order  from  the  war  department,  which 
claims  are  hereby  ordered  to  be  settled  upon 
such  terms,  and  in  such  manner  as,  may  em- 
brace tlie  justice  of  their  case.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  oj  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  n 
Congress  assembled,  That  the  military  peace 
establishment  ot  the  Umtea  Stales  shall  con- 
sist of  such  proportions  of  artillery,  infantry, 
and  riflemen,  not  exceeding  in  the  wnole, 
10,000  men,  as  the  Pres. dent  of  the  U.  States 
shall  judge  proper,  and  that  the  corps  ot  en- 
gineers, as  at  present  established,  be  retained 
Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
corps  of  artillery  shall  have  the  same  organi- 
zation as  is  prercsibcd  by  the  act  passed  the 
12th  day  of  April,  1808  ; and  that  each  regi- 
ment of  infantry  and  riflemen  shall  consist  of 
one  colonel,  one  lieutenant  culonel,one  major, 
one  adjutant,  one  qiurtermasier,  one  paymas- 
ter, one  surgeon,  and  two  surgeon’s  raa.es,  one 
sergeant  major,  one  quartermaster  sergeant, 
two  principal  musicians,  and  tell  companies  ;

Sec  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
c mpeusatiou,  subsistence,  and  clothing  of  the 
officers,  cadets,  uun-connnissioned  officers, 
musicians,  artificers,  and  privates,  composing 
the  military  peace  establishment,  shall  be  the 
same  as  a**e  prescribed  by  the  aCtenlitled, ‘-  An 
act  fixing  the  military  peaca  establishment  of 
the  United  States,"  passed  16th  March  1802, 
and  the  acteutitled  " An  act  to  raise  for  a 1,. 
noted  time,  an  add  tiunal  military  force,” 
passed  the  12th  April,  1808  ; and  that  the 
major  generals  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same 
compensation  as  is  provided  by  an  act  entitled 
‘An  act  to  raise  an  additional  military  force,’ 
passed  11th  January,  1812- 
Sec.  5 And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
president  of  the  United  States  cause  to  bear- 
ranged,  the  officers,  non-commissioned  offi- 
cers, musicians  and  privates,  of  the  several 
corps  of  troops  now  ui  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted Slates,  in  such  manner  as  to  form  and  com- 
plete out  of  the  same  corps  authorised  by  this 
act,  and  cause  the  supernumerary  officers,  non- 
commissioned officers,  musicians  and  privates 
to  be  discharged  from  the  service  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  May 
next,  or  as  soon  as  circumstances  may  justify 
the  measure. 

Sec  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  to 
each  commissioned  officer,  who  shall  be  de- 
ranged by  virtue  of  this  act,  there  shall  be  al- 
lowed and  paid  in  addition  to  the  pay  and  e- 
moluments  to  which  they  will  be  entitled  by 
law  at  the  time  of  bis  discharge,  three  months 
pay. 

Sec.  7-  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
several  corps  authorised  by  this  act,  shall  be 
subject  to  the  rules  and  articles  of  war,  be  re- 
cruited in  the  game  manner,  and  with  the  same 
limita'ions  ;&nd  that  officers,  non-commission- 
ed officers,  musicians,  and  pnva.es,  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  same  provisions  for  wounds  and 
disabilities,  the  same  provisions  for  widows 
and  children,  and  the  same  benefits  and  allow- 
ances inevery  respect,  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act  as  are  authorised  by 
the  act  of  16th  March,  1832,  entitled  -‘  An  act 
fixing  tlie  military  peace  establishment  of  the 
United  State,’  and  the  act  of  the  12th  Apt  il, 
1808,  entitled  ‘ An  act  to  raise,  for  a limited 
time,  an  additional  military  force,’  and  that 
the  bounty  to  the  recruit,  and  compensation 
to  the  recruiting  officer,  shall  be  the  same  as 
are  allowed  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  12th  April, 
1808.

TALLEYRAND  AND  CARNOT. 

Plutarch,  in  his  Lives,  has  presented  us  with 
many  beautiful  parallels  between  the  great 
men  of  Rome  and  Greece.  If  bis  delicate  pen- 
cil  was  nuw  in  existence,  how  elegantly  might 
it  be  employed  in  drawing  a contrast  between 
two  illustrious  men  of  the  present  age,  both 
living  in  the  same  country,  both  figuring  on 
the  theatre  of  Europe  ! 

When  tlie  French  revolution  burst  upon  the 
world,  it  found  Talleyrand  Perigord  in  the 
service  of  the  Church— he  was  the  Bishop  of 
Autun.  Having  sagacity  enough  to  discover 
which  way  Ihe  winds  blew  and  the  tempests 


’eat,  he  was  determined  at  once  to  part  with 
grace  from  a dignity  which  he  saw  was  depar- 
utg  from  him.  All  the  legitimate  titles  of 
ranc*  were  shaking  to  tbe ir  centre,  and  lie 
eemed  it  most  pmdent,  to  escape  bcl'a*  e tiny 
were  in  rums,  Li  the  celebrated  controversy, 
which  agitated  Europe,  between  the  privileged 
orders,  and  the-  representatives  of  the 
tench  people  in  the  third  estate,  Talleyrand 
< eserted  his  brethren,  and  was  the  first  to  lav 
down  the  privileges  of  his  prisstliood  at  the" 
leet  of  his  country. 

In  all  the  great  storms,  which  succeeded 
the  Commencement  of' the  tempest ; he  had  tlie 
same  sagacity  to  peiceive,  the  same  dexterity 
nt  eluding  their  force,  or  rising  upon  the  ton 
of  the  tide.  Let  the  wheel  of  revolution  turn 
as  it  will,  he  was  almost  sure  to  rise  uppet- 
mcist.  AM  things  to  all  men,  he  was  the  idol 
of  almost  all  parties,  the  victim  of  none.  His 
was  the  merit  of  directingall  i evolutions  which 
events  hadniade  inevitable. 

How  different  was  the  conduct  of  the  great 
Carnot  / When  the  revolution  burst  upon 
f ranee  in  all  its  splendor,  Carnot  conceived  the 
project  of  placing  the  liberties  of  his  c untry 
on  an  imperishable  basis.  A Republican  at 
heart,  he  sighed  to  make  others  so  -,  he  sighed 
to  see  France  one  great  republic.  He  was 
disappointed.  Stung  to  madness  by  the  pt  rse- 
cution  ot  the  neighboring  Princes,  w-no  wmiitd 
to  strangle  the  infant  liberties  of  a republic 
in  the  cradle;  unprepared  by  her  previous 
subjection  for  a state  of  freedom  ; unable  to 
inmate  the  example  ot  America,  who  had  only 
to  b eak  her  chrysalis  shell,  and  spread  her 
wings  and  soar  into  the  skies  : F-auce  Wax 
d. enclied  in  blood  and  h.. filed  in  her  hopes; 

faction  rose  upon  faction,  until  the  warm  v.a- 

ions  Carnot  began  to  fade  away 

At  length  the  celebrated  Bonaparte  became 
Lord  of  the  Ascendaet  Ever  attent  vo  t the 
indications  of  the  vveathernock.  Talley -slid  fve- 
came  his  friend  and  the  slave  oflus  ambition. 
He.  pushed  hint  on,  from  one  step,  to  an  tlier, 
until  the  Imperial  IJiadam  had  sparkled  ,n  Ins 
b-ow. 

But  Carnot  was  still  the  firm  md  inft  I ble 
republican  He  voted  against  the  consul  tor 
life  ; he  opposed  the  assumption  of  the  Impe- 
rial Dignity.  A id  while  Talleyrand  was  i 
joying  the  confidence  of  his  master  and  the 
dignities  of  the  Slate,  Carnot  retired  from  a 
scene  whiehhe  did  n t relish,  and  a form  of 
government  which  he  had  opposed.  Bona- 
parte, toliis  credi’  be  it  s|>  k : t,  respected  his 
courage, and  “suffered  him  to  live  in  unmo- 
lested retirement.” 

M irk  them  further  ! When  the  allies  enter- 
ed  Franc, to  l the  xtirof  B-mparte  bi-ga-t  to 
descend,  Talleyrand  again  c nsult  -d  the  wea- 
ther, and  pursued  the  way  of  prudence  He 
was  one  of  the  first  1. 1 desert  the  fortunes  of 
the  Emperor,  and  to  mount  th  - cockade  if  the 
B urb-ms.  What  did  Cmiot  * — When  he  saw 
France  i vaded  by  tne  foot  ol  toreigners,- srd 
those  Bourbons  whose  conduct  had  provoked 
tlie  Revolution,  about  to  be  restored  with  all 
th'jir  imhectltt'c-,  Carnot  came  forward  to  serve 
his  country.  He  did  not  turn  his  hack  upon 
the  setting  to  salute  the  rising  sun  He  for* 
got  himseif,  he  forgot  his  own  interest*  in 
those  of  his  country — If  F’rance  was  unfit  to 
exist  as  a Republic,  if  that  da:  ling  vision  of 
h s was  forever  to  be  blasted,  still  he  was  un- 
willing to  behold  her  destinies  directed  by  a 
B mrbon,  imposed  by  the  hand  of  a foreigner. 

He  came  lorward  and  offered  his  services  to 
Bonaparte.  He  was  entrusted  "ith  the  de- 
fence of  Antwerp  ; his  achievements  in  that 
service  are  known  to  the  world.  Carnot  is  one 
ot  the  greatest  Engineers  as  well  as  States- 
men in  Europe 

For  once,  however,  Talleyrand  has  been  left 
out  in  the  cast  of  fortunes— Bonaparte  is  re- 
stored, and  Talleyrand  is  in  tiie  service  of  an 
exiled  master  at  Vienna.  If  Bonaparte  re- 
mains firm  upon  the  throne,  he  will  never  con- 
fide in  the  capricious  minister.  His  recur- 
rences to  ih -se  ancient  titles,  which  he  was 
once  the  ffi-st  to  relinquish  ; Ins  recurrence  to 
the  miserable  ca.it  of  legitimate  princes,  is  suf- 
ficient to  shut  him  out  forever.  Bonaparte 
will  not  forget,  that  in  a note  of  prince  Tn  ley- 
rand  addressed  to  Pri-  ce  Yfelteniiclt  on  the 
1 9th  Dec  last,  he  congratulated  Trance  on  be- 
ing “ delivered  fioin  that  op;fe  sion  of  which 
she  was  less  the  instrument  than'  the  victim  hap. 
py  on  having  recovered  her  legitimate  prince, 
and  with  them,  that  repose  which  she  had  rea- 
son 1 1 fear  foreyer  lost.” 

Carno*.  on  the  contrary,  is  the  first  mm  in 
Bonaparte’s  council  of  stale— hut  all  hi>  s'-ite 
papers  yet  breathe  as  much  of  the  generous  re. 
volulionary  principles  as  it  is  possible,  per- 
haps,for  a Frenchman  to  indulge  ; — he  still  da. 
lights  to  speak  ol  the  rights  of  the  people,  tho 
origin  of  all  legitimate  p wer,  as  founded  on 
the  will  of  the  nation,  the  responsibility  of 
icings  to  their  subjects.  Even  now  he  would 
sigh  for  a republic,  if  he  did  not  sigh,  to  see 
France  unfit  for  it. 

Whether  Talleyrand  is  the  ureather-wise  po- 
litician which  he  has  always  proved  himself  to 
be,  or  whether  Carnot  is  again  to  behold  tbe 
Bonapartes  supplanted  by  the  Bourbons,  a few 
short  weeks  must  decide.  If  the  Bourbons 
are  restored,  Talleyrand  may  still  ride  on  the 
top  of  the  wave;  if  the  star  of  Bonaparte  pros, 
pers,  he  will  live  and  die  an  exile  m a foreign 
land.

T he  honor  which  has  been  ernferred  on  im 
of  addressing  so  respectable  a portion  ot  mi 
countrymen  on  this  anniversary  of  our  inde- 
pendence, is  sensibly  felt ; I will  therefore  en- 
deavor, however  feeble  the  effort,  to  per Torn 
the  task  assigned. 

This  day,  thirty-nine  years  since,  our  ances- 
tors, the  immortal  patriots  of  the  revolution, 
asserted  the  independence  of  the  U.  States  cl 
America,  which  they  established  in  defianci 
of  British  power  and  of  British  tyranny.  With- 
out a regularly  constituted  government,  with 
out  the  usual  means  of  warfare,  and  but  few  in 
numbers,  did  they  triumph  over  the  ligi  >u  of 
Britain — and  with  their  lu  st  blood,  purchaser 
all  of  liuerty,  which  we,  their  descendant-, 
enjoy.  For  these  reasons,  this  day  has  beer, 
set  apart,  by  the  unanimous  sentiment  of  the 
people,  as  the  political  sabbath  of  America  — 
We  meet  here  to  day.  to  ce  lei  male  the  era  ot 
oil’-  national  existence,  and  the  deeds  of  the 
sages,  and  the  finals  of  the  warriors,  to  whose 
wisdom  and  invincible  bravery,  we  owe  the  in- 
estimable boon.  And  thus  by  honoring  tpc 
acts  of  our  fatners,  we  call  forth  those  feel 
mgs  of  patriotism  and  of  valor  which  stimula- 
ted them,  and  which  will  perpeiuate  the  in 
berilance  they  transmitted  to  us  When,  there 
fore,  the  -fib  day  of  July,  1776,  shall  be  for 
gotten,  little  ot  American  liberty  will  remain.

owe  to  them,  in  ihe  face  of  Europe,  a 
solemn  declaration  of  our  sentiments 
and  of  the  intentions  of  our  Allies  . 

When  heaven  and  the  nation  recalled 
us  to  .the  throne,  we  made  to  God  and  to 
France  the  promise,  sweet  to  our  heart  to 
forget  injuries  and  to  labor  wttnout 
ceasing  for  the  happiness  of  our  sub- 
jects. 

The  sons  of  St.  Louis  have  never  com- 
mitted treason  against  heaven  or  against 
their  country.  Already  our  people  had 
found  again,  by  our  cares,  abundance  and 
repose  within,  and  the  esteem  of  all  na- 
tions without.  Already  the  throne,  sha- 
ken by  so  many  shocks,  was  begining  to 
be  established  again,  wnen  treason  forced 
us  to  quit  otlr  capital  and  to  seek  refuge 
in  the  coniines  of  our  states.  In  the 
mean  time  Enrope,  faithful  to  her  trea- 
ties, would  not  recognize,  as  king  oi 
France  any  one  but  us.  Twelve  hundred 
thousand  soldiers  were  desirous  to  march 
to}  assure  the  re  pose  of  the  world  and 
to  deliver  our  fair  country  a second 
time. 

In  * !iis  state  of  things,  a man,  whose  ar- 
tifice and  ulshood  fonn  at  this  day  his 
whole  power,  seeks  to  lead  astray  the 
m J of  the  nation  by  fallacious  promises, 
lo  raise  it  up  against  its  legitimate  King, 
and  to  draw  it  down  into  the  abyss  as  it 
were,  for  the  purpose  of  accomplishing 
his  frightful  prophecy  of  1814  “ if  I fall 
they  shall  learn  how  much  the  fall  of  a 
great  man  costs  ” 

In  the  midst  of  the  alarms  which  the 
present  dangers  of  France  have  produced 
in  our  heart,  the  crown,  which  we  have 
never  regarded  but  as  the  means  of  doing 
good,  would  have  lost  all  its  charm  in 
our  eyes,  and  we  would  have  resumed 
with  pride  the  route  for  our  exile  (where 
twenty  years  of  our  life  were  employed 
in  efforts  lor  the  happiness  of  Frenchmen) 
it  the  country  was  not  menaced,  in  futu- 
rity with  all  the  calamities  to  which  our 


fine  independence  of  the  Uniied  Stales  did 
more  to  enlighten  the  human  mind  and  to  pro 
mole  the  great  cause  of  humanity,  than  all 
the  changes  and  revolutions  ot  power  which 
have  agguatsi  and  convulsed  the  world  tor 
centur  ei.  Under  the  nnld  and  salutary  form 
of  government  which  pervades  every  class  ot 
s .ciely,  tree  scope  is  given  lo  the  faculties  of 
man  in  a country  inferior  to  none  on  the  habit 
able  globe — free  and  unrestrained  operation  is 
given  to  the  energies  and  resources  of  the 
mold  in  pursuit  of  improvement,  which  con 
tributes  to  please  the  taste  and  satisfy  the 
wants  of  the  peo,i  e who  inhabit  tins  young 
aid  growing  empire — and  an  example  isjalford 
ed  to  the  oppressed  of  all  nations,  by  which 
they  may  learn  how  to  obtain  and  to  preserve 
tiic  b.  ssings  of  liberty.  Accordingly  we  har 
witnessed  in  our  country,  under  the  auspi 
ces  o:  free  institutions,  that  man  is  entirely 
d.fl'erent  from  what  many  had  supposed  him 
to  be.  He  is  capable  of  exercising  every  pre- 
v lege  essential  to  his  happ.nes,  which  does 
not  interfere  with  the  rights  and  privileges  of 
others.  He  is  capable  of  adding  a rigor  and 
ail  enterprising  activity  to  his  character,  which 
create  out  of  a wilderness  in  a few  short  years 
a powerful  and  a respectable  empire — of  giving 
an  imptllse  to  science  and  to  the  arts 
which  advances  the  youngest  country  of  the 
world,  above  the  oldest  and  most  civilized  na 
tions.  This  assylum  of  liberty  is  the  chosen 
spot  *f  genius,  and  so  long  as  it  remains  free 
as  it  now  is,  will  continue  to  be  her  tutelary 
guardian.  When  then  it  is  our  fortune  to  en- 
joy so  much  of  good,  and  the  rest  of  the  world 
so  mucii  of  evil — can  we  forget  those  who  be- 
queathed it  ? No — the  most  splendid  and 
lasting  works  of  art  may  decay  and  moulder 
iuto  ruin — but  the  names  and  deeds  of  the  A- 
mencan  revolutionists,  will  still  live.  Immor- 
tal men  I — wherever  there  dwells  a friend  to 
patpiutism  and’virtue — in  whatever  clime  and 
in  whatever  age — your  illustrious  achievement 
will  exist  in  grateful  recollection — and  those 
whose  glory  it  will  be  to  reform  the  abuses  of 
the  old  systems,  will  point  to  ynur  example 
and  advance  to  the  task  with  an  unsnaken  con 
fidence  and  irresistable  ordor  1 The  greatest 
ornaments  to  civilization  ol  which  the  present 
age  can  buast,  have  then-  origin  in  your  labors. 
Behold  the  condition  of  Europe,  and  compare 
it  with  our  happy  situation  ! There,  even  in

the  language  of  a statesman  of  our  own  coun- 
try, that  “ suspicion,  detestable  as  it  is  in  pri- 
vate life,  is  the  loveliest  trait  of  political  cha- 
racter.” That  apathy  in  a republic  which 
would  submit  to  the  measures  of  these  in  au- 
thority without  investigation,  leads  directly 
to  the  subversioo  of  liberty.  And  this  false 
confidence  in  public  men  has,  perhaps  c n- 
.ribulcd  more  than  any  other  trait  iu  the 
human  character,  to  limit  the  circle  of  free  go- 
me-ts.  Nations  have  ever  attached  too 
mu  h respect  to  authority— and  thus  they  have 
m .ined  in  almost  perpetual  slavery.  For  it 
th  natural  disposition  of  those  who  govern, 
to  encroach  upon  the  rights  of  the  governed. 

The  good  citizen  while  he  submits  to  the 
decrees  of  the  constituted  authorities  of  the 
■ountry,  never  hesitates  to  scrutinize  them 
with  boldness. and  with  firmness  ; that  errors, 
wether  of  the  head  or  of  the  heart,  may  be  de- 
lected and  corrected.  It  is  by  the  observance 
if  these  rules  only,  that  liberty  can  be  main- 
tained. The  best  and  wisest  men  are  liable 
to  err,  and  the  worst  are  too  often  seen  under 
the  most  specious  pretexts.  Then  let  us  re- 
gard as  holy,  the  liberty  of  the  press.  In  a 
country  so  extensive  as  ours,  puhlic  men  and 
measures  cannot  be  effectually  reached  thro* 
any  other  medium.  By  this  mean,  the  people 
of  Maine  and  of  Louisiai  a,  of  Michigan  and  of 
Georgia,  can  aln  o t at  the  same  moment  ex 
• lange  their  different  sentiments — learn  from 
one  another  their  views  of  national  policy- 
ami  by  this  mutual  interchange  of  opini  .n,  a 
dopt  that  course  winch  will  conduce  most  to 
.ts  support.  The  popularity  and  influence  of 
an  ind  » idual  which  m ght  be  danger<  us  with- 
n the  o;al  sphere  of  its  opperation,  is  render- 
ed harmless  to  the  nation  so  long  as  ihe  riglji 
o investigate  his  conduct  -nd  opinions  exists 
n its  present  purity.  Faction  which  by  its 
combinations  and  intrigues,  might  stifle  the 
■e  timents  or  corrupt  the  principles  of  the  pen- 
ile, is  exposed  by  this  po  rent  engind,  an  ! the 
s orm  w th  v'u1'  it  menaces  the  country,  falls 
with  furious  dest  uciiou  upon  its  own  head. 
Through  the  medium  ot  the  press,  the  arts  Sc 
o'enres  are.  improved  and  enlarged,  anil  the 
...  hole  concerns  of  the  human  family  receive 
hat  aid,  for  which  we  may  search  in  vam  else- 
where. Bui  fet.er  it — make  it  the  instrumen 
of  the  goverment  ti  subserve  its  own  view* — 
aid  like  the  meek  religion  of  Jesus,  in  the 
hands  o’  knaves,  it  b c mes  prostituted  to  the 
in  ist  uetCitable  purposes. 

To  give  that  intellige-ce  anil  direction  to 
the  i ublic  sentiment,  which  is  riqisite  under 
invitations  like  ours,  the  press,  united  to  a 
i uinU  in-  hod  of  education,  is  our  surest  red  - 
nice.  But  on  the  vital  subject  of  education, 
much  remains  to  be  done.  We  have  too  mucl 
if  the  European  system  about  us.  We  forget 
that  the  p i cple  of  our  government  is  at  war 
w.th  tha:  of  almost  all  other  governments  ; 
that  modes  of  thinking  and  of  acting  which 
re  essential  to  the  preservation  of  others, 
would  annihilate  our».  Under  the  influence 
>t  these  errors,  British  books  are  introduced 
ntouursrli  ols  which  abound  in  British  max- 
ms  alike  d struct ive  to  the  moral  at  d polili 
at  principles  of  the  American  youth.  Thus  it 
l,  that  this  singular  phe.iom. nun  presents  it- 
seita.  this  day  in  the  United  States  : thatwri 
te.  • on  morals  and  on  politics,  who  are  consi- 
dered most  correct  by  tile  enlightened  men  ot 
our  count  y — writers  who  have  oeen  the  most 
efficient  assertors  of  public  liberiy,  have  to 
yield  their  places  in  our  school  libraries  to 
hose  who  were  in  vogue  more  than  a century 
ago,  whose  doctrines  have  long  since  been  ex- 
ploded. From  this  system  of  education,  ii 
cannot  be  believed  and  ought  not  to  be  ex  ect- 
eil  that  the  interests  of  the  country— the  cause 
of  republicanism,  will  receive  the  assistance 
they  require.  But  if  our  ancestor*  had  the  in- 
telligence and  firmness  to  throw  off  the  shac- 
kles of  arbitrary  government,  does  n not  re- 
flect upon  us  that  we  have  enougn  of  neither 
to  abandon  the  corruptions  of  the  schools  > — 
This  reflection  is  just  and  severe  ; let  us  cease 
to  deserve  it. 

The  policy  that  ought  to  be  pursued,  in  the 
developement  of  our  internal  res  >urces,  as  con- 
nected with  our  exterior  relations,  involes 
questions  ol  the  first  magnitude.  On  no  occa- 
sion, in  my  humble  conception,  with  more  pro- 
priety  than  the  present,  could  they  be  adverttd 
to.  Th  s day,  winch  reminds  Us  of  the  causes 
that  led  lo  our  independence,  it  would  seem 
should  have  some  influence  in  exhibiting  the 
means  of  placing  it  upon  a permanent  basis. 

It  is  acknowledged  by  all  politicians,  that 
our  safety  depends  upon  union.  Then  Jet  us 
stive  to  make  the  union  as  perfect  a9  prac- 
ticable. Let  us  unite  by  all  the  ties  that  can 
be  brought  into  operation,  the  various  inter- 
ests of  this  extensive  community.  Let  us,  by 
the  intervention  of  roads  and  of  canals.  Con- 
nect distant  p bi ills  of  the  country,  which  feci 
at  present  that  they  have  different  iiucrst*  — 
Thus  Would  we  introduce  individuals  of  the 
same  family*  who  are  at  present  st.  angers,  and 
who  require  only  reciprocal  intercourse  to 
bind  them  together  by  ihe  indissoluble  cords 
of  interest  and  affection.  These  are  the  true 
principles  ou  which  the  union  of  these  slate* 
depend — it  would  be  folly  to  expect  it  on  any 
others.  Every  effort  of  genius,  which  condu- 
ces cither  to  the  security  or  wealth  of  the  coun- 
try, should  be  cherished  by  the  people  and  the 
government.  Such  men  as  the  celebrated  T i c- 
tus, who  has  just  ‘‘past  from  among  us,”  are 
not  only  an  ornament  and  bulwark  to  their 
country,  but  they  may  justly  be  ranked  amoug 
the  benefactors  of  mankind.  The  invention 
of  the  steam  frigate,  which  has  recently  under- 
gone  a successful!  experiment,  encourages  the 
strongest  expectation  that  this  potent  engine 
of  national  defence  will  have  ail  the  efficacy 
which  the  most  sanguine  of  its  friend  anticipa- 
ted. If  so,  a new  mean  of  naval  defence  will 
be  at  our  command,  which  will  ensure  the 
safety  of  our  extensive  seaboard.  Other  na- 
tions can  adopt  the  important  discovery,  and 
the  horror  heretofore  produced  by  the  floating 
walls  of  England  will  be  dissipated,  and  tile 
freedom  ol  the  seas  once  more  rescued  from 
the  tyranny  of  her  overwhelming  power  ou  the 
ocean. 

We  should  in  every  practicable  way,  culti-' 
vate  our  internal  resources — as  well  for  nation- 
al  as  for  individual  comfort  and  convenience . 
that  our  dependence  on  foreign  countries  may 
deminish,  as  we  increase  in  enterprise  and  in- 
dustry. Domestic  manufactures  should  claim 
our  first  attention.  Untill  we  manufacture 
forourselve* — untill  We  can  dispense  with  the 
swarm  oi'  British  “ Callico  Embassadors”  who 
are  to  be  found  in  such  numbers  in  our  sea- 
port towns,  foreign  influence  will  still  continue 
to  be  felt  and  to  corrupt  the  community.  Ot 
this  we  have  had  sufficieut  warning  in  the  war 
which  has  just  closed.  The  independence  and 
the  rights  of  the  nation  were  jeapordtzed  by 
the  formidable  fleets  and  armies  of  the  enemy, 
winch  imperiously  demanded  that  all  our 
strength  should  be  put  forth.  But  how  was 
this  call  ,l  pairistism  and  of  duty  answered  by 
that  portion  of  the  community  who  bad  been 
contaminated  by  their  dependence  ou  British 
commerce  and  their  consequent  attachment  vo 
British  principles  ! 


Instead  of  sopporting  the  government  of  the  coun- 
try, they  were  lounil,  if  not  upon  the  side  of  the 
enemy,  at  least  partial  to  his  views  ; vindicating  his 
barbarous  conduct,  and  sutnulating  opposition  to  the 
measures  of  national  defence.  And  it  was  reserv- 
ed for  that  part  of  the  community  who  were  remo- 
ved from  the  contaminating  influence  of  foreign  pre- 
judices to  preserve  THAT,  which  we  are  this  cele- 
brating. What  an  instructive  lesson  is  this  to  Ame- 
rican statesmen ! It  teaches,  that  to  preserve  the 
liberty  and  sovereignty  of  the  country,  we  must  con- 
fide in  our  own  resourct  s — that  although  tor  a mo- 
ment we  may  acquire  wealth  by  foreign  commerce, 
that  even  that  wealth  is  thus  rendered  insecure  and 
our  national  existence  endangered.  Bui  that  a great 
continent  such  as  America,  should  be  dependent  up- 
on an  island,  small  as  Britain,  never  could  have  been 
designed  by  the  God  of  Nature  ; and  if  we  submit 
to  it,  wrc  are  unworthy  the  protection  of  that  bemli- 
eent  being,  bliall  we  then,  the  inhabitant*  of  tliii 
vast  continent,  abounding  in  means  sufficient  to  satis- 
fy tile  wants  o!  a world,  continue  our  dependence  Up- 
on foreigners*  for  the  very  clothes  w e w ear  f The 
cent-per-cent  politician  w ill  ivpiy  that  w'e  should, 
because  we  obtain  them  cheaper.  But  if  the  go- 
vernmeut  would  leud  their  aid  to  the  manufacturer 
fora  few  years,  by  high  duties  on  foreign  goods, 
could  not  the  manufaciuresof  America  be  establish- 
ed-on sueli  a basis  as  would  dely  rivaiship  l It  is 
believed  they  eould.  But  suppose  we  touhl  no. 
vend  tile  article  as  cheap  as  tile  British  manufactu- 
rer, and  that  by  reiving  on  ourselves  tor  a supply 
tlicconsamer|slioulil  loose  a few  dollars  annually  ' — 
Would  not  tins  be  better,  far  better,  than  to  etierish 
Briiuii  partialities  that  have  been  engendered,  ami 
which  will  continue  to  embroil  us  in  w ars  so  long  as 
they  have  existence  i Y es  —it  would  be  cheaper,  if 
we  calculate  Uie  expenses  of  wars — it  wouid  be  iiotli- 
r g when  we  estimate  the  value  oi"  independence. 

England,  who  lives  upon  monopoly  only,  whocau 
not  exist  without  it,  under  her  present  system  ol 
things,  views  with  jealousy  and  alarm  the  lisiiq 
prosperity  of  the  United  States.  \V  e must  even 
gum  'll  against  her  with  tlie  caution  that  we  u oulu 
oiiS  l vetl  towaiiis  tlie  iui<lnigiit  assusotit  or  the  Ligii 
wny  robber.  I his  is  strong  language,  hi  t it  is  just 
Look  at  her  conduct  to  the  ignorant  inhabit  u.u*  f 
iml.a — t » the  oppressed  and  generous  people  of  If.  - 
>aud,  and  to  the  coionUls  ot  this  country.  liehok! 
tae  long  catalogue  ol"  wars  she  has  stimulated  upon 
the  continent  of  Kurope,  to  gratify  her  ambition. — 
Whit  treasure  did  she  not  expend,  and  what  lior  i* 
ole  deeds  did  she  not  commit,  on  a reebnt  occas-ion, 
to  reduce  us,  fellow-citizens,  to  “ unconditional  sui. 

ussion  ?i>  But,  thuikH  aven,  and  thecttb.  is  of 
our  fellow-citizens,  we  triumphed.  The  land  an 
n v tl  warriors  of  America,  were  an  over-match  foi 
t.iosc  of  Eugland — and  tlie  independence  of  our 
c mntry  a second  time  asserted,  has  been  defended 
i i the  same  spirit  which  achieved  it-  That  it  can 
rnd  whi  he  maiuained  under  the  smiles  of  Brovi. 
deuce,  no  American  bosom  can  doubt  Our  Brown 
aiKl  our  Jackson-— our  Boi’ter  and  our  Perry,  with 
J.e  Ir  ight  constellation  of  persons  who  precede  and 
A-liOw  them  on  the  list  ol  tame,  soli  live.  The  gto- 
io  is  fe  its  of  our  late  struggle,  is  deeply  impressed 
on  the  minds  of  the  present  generation,  and  will  live 
•a  lustory— and  should  the  British  again  attempt  the 
subversion  of  our  liberties,  after  the  experience  that 
wc  now  possv  ss,  she  will  find  a powerful  anil  deter- 
mined enemy  in  the  republicans  of  America.  The 
soldiers  that  have  fought  upon  the  Niagara  and  at 
Ncw-Oi  lean,  and  those  that  met  her  upon  the  plains 
o.  Haisin  and  of  the  Miami,  will  again  44 measure 
their  strenth”  with  her.  Among  tlie  latter  of 
whom  I feel  much  satisfaction  in  observing  a.

FROM  DETROIT. 

A gentleman  from  Detroit,  who  left 
that  place  on  the  1 4th  June,  informs  that 
considerable  jealousy  exists  between  the 
British  and  Americans  in  that  neighbour- 
hood. The  British  tioops  ate  s ationed 
at  Sandwich,  and  have  with  them  about 
300  Indians.  Desertions  from  the  Brit- 
ish are  daily  occurring  > and  have  been  so 
frequent  as  to  induce  the  British  com- 
mander} eol.  James,  to  offer  a reward  ol 
fifty-five  dollars  to  the  Indians  for  every 
sc  alp  taked  out  of  his  lines  after  dark. 
AU  communication  from  the  American 
snore  is  forbid,  on  the  pretext,  that  the 
American.?  entice  their  memo  desert; 
and  several  Amei leans  who  had  crossed 
over,  had  been  arrested,  putin  close  con- 
finement, and  after  very  severe  usage 
sent  home.  AH  communication  Irom  ei- 
ther side  is  strictly  fordidden. 

There  are  about  1200  British  Indians 
at  Heralds  island,  in  the  riv.er  St.  Clair. 
They  had  plundered  an  American  citi- 


zen of  about  gJOO  worth  of  property. 
Col.  Butler,  at  Detroit,  had  forwarded  a 
remonstrance  to  col.  Janies,  the  British 
commander,  complaining  of  the  aggres- 
sion. It  was  disavowed  on  the  part  of  the 
British  commander,  who  had  forwarded 
an  agent  to  the  Indians  to  endeavour  to 
get  the  property  restored — the  result  was 
not  known,  when  our  informant  left  De- 
troit. Several  strange  Indians  had  been 
prowling  about  Detroit,  who  would  give 
no  account  of  themselves,  in  consequence 
of  which  the  American  commander  had 
ordered  that  all  Indians  of  this  descrip- 
tion, should  be  immediately  arrested,  and 
in  case  of  resistance  or  an  attempt  to  es- 
cape, to  be  shot. 

Mackinaw  had  not  been  delivered  up 
by  the  British,  agreeably  to  treaty,  nor 
had  we  surrendered  Malden.  An  Ame- 
rican vessel  had  been  employed  by  the 
British  to  remove  the  public  property  at 
Mackinaw  previous  to  the  surrender  of 
the  place.  After  the  property  had  been 
put  on  board  the  vessel,  the  Indians,  at 
Mackinaw,  who  were  very  numerous, 
comf>elled  the  captain  to  re-land  it;  de- 
claring that  they  would  never  suffer  the 
place  to  be  ^delivered  up  to  the  Ameri- 
cans.— Pitts.  Mercury. 

A private  letter  mentions,  as  one  of 
the  reports  in  circulation  in  Europe,  that 
the  allied  powers  had  required  Bonaparte 
to  return  to  Elba  within  ten  days ; and 
that  Bonaparte  in  answer,  said,  “ be  de- 
signed that  retreat  for  the  residence  of 
the  king  of  Prussia.” 

Commodore  Bainbridge’s  squadron, 
we  are  informed, is  nearly  ready  for  sail- 
ing on  its  destination. 

Latest  From  Europe. 

London,  May  9. 

Brussels  Papers  of  the  7th,  and  Frank- 
fort and  other  German  Journals,  to  the 
3d  inst.  were  received  this  afternoon.  It 
will  be  seen  by  some  of  the  articles  they 
furnish,  that  some  of  the  inferior  states  in 
Germany  have  refused  to  co-operate  with 
the  Allies  ; and  that,  from  some  such  ob- 
stacles we  suppose  the  powers  intending 
to  act  against  France  will  not  be  ready  to 
commence  hostilities  with  any  thing  like 
effect  till  the  middle  of  this  month.  The 
Russians  would  not  be  on  the  Rhine  till 
that  time.  Prince  Schwartzenburg  was 
expected  to  be  on  the  Rhine  about  the 
fir tt.  He  goes  first  to  visit  his  estate  in 
Bohemia  ! There  is  a bull,  t n from  Milan 
of  the  war  in  Italy  ; but  it  does  not  carry 
the  detail  of  operations  farther  than  the 
retiring  of  the  Neapolitans  to  Ancona, 
where  Murat  thinks  of  rallying  his  troops, 
and  hazarding  a new  battle.

The  Neapolitans  retired  to- 
wards Ancona,  where  it  should  seem 
that  Murat  thinks  to  rally  his  army,  and 
venture  a new  battle,  Snould  he  lose  he 
would  have  no  other  resource  than,  ii 
possible  to  embark,  as  the  mountaineers 
of  Arezzo,  who  have  been  ill  treated  by 
his  troops,  are  all  in  arms  to  intercept 
bis  retreat.  Murat  is  said  to  have  twice 
asked  an  armistice,  and  to  have  promised, 
as  soon  as  peace  should  be  made  with 
mm,  to  join  the  Coalition,  but  all  his 
offers  have  been  rejected. 

When  genet al  Nugent  advanced  io- 
wards  Florence,  the  Neapolitans  in  that 
city  desiied  to  capitulate,  and  wanted  to 
remain  for  the  night  in  Florence,  but  this 
was  refused,  and  they  were  compelled  to 
march  out  in  the  night. 

A division  of  Austrian  troops  is  march- 
ing from  the  Kingdom  of  Italy  to  Pied- 
mont, after  which,  it  is  said,  the  General 
in  Chief,  Baron  Frimont,will  follow. 

Vienna,  April  25. 

Prince  Wrede  left  this  city  yesterday. 
In  the  affairs  of  Germany,  the  only  ones 
now  unsettled,  great  activity  prevails, 
To-day  there  was  another  sitting  of  the 
deputies. — Great  progress  is  expected 
to  be  made  by  the  end  of  the  month  ; \Ve 
do  not,  however,  hear  that  ar.y  of  the 
lodgings  the  next  month  have  been  given 
up.
